2. Relaxation of prohibition against iwe. —Notwithstanding anything contained 
in the Foodgrains (Prohibition of Use in Manufacture of Starch) Order, 1960, It 
shell be lawful, during the continuance in force of this Order, for the owner 
of a starch factory to purchase or cause to be purchased in the State of Mysore,
